The idea for “America’s Town Meeting of the Air” was conceived by George V. Denny, Jr., 
in the winter of 1935 when he was Associate Director of the League for Political Education 
(now the Town Hall, Inc.) as a means of expanding the educational work of this institution 
which was established in 1894. Mr. Denny presented his idea to Mr. John Royal, Vice President 
of the National Broadcasting Company, who agreed to try an experimental series of six Town 
Meeting broadcasts to begin on May 30, 1935, over what was then the Blue Network. This 
series was such an outstanding success that arrangements were made to continue the series the 
next year for twenty-nine weeks. It continued on this basis for the next six years until the 
season 1942-43 when the American Broadcasting Company took over the Blue Network and 
arranged to present Town Meeting on a year-round basis.
